A wovement in on foot in Wheeling
to utterly rovolationize the iron. rmen-
ufacturing bueinces of that vity and oi
the whole country. The enterprise of
the iron and nail manufacturcrs thers
is to do entirely away with puddliog,
puddlors, and, of course, puddlors’
strikes, A ryndicate was formed in
Wheeling, the seene of tho rectnt
troublesome strike, to carry out thie
idea, They huve held a series of atar-
chambior seasions, the result of which
has been the seadiog of one of Whoel-
ing's most prowinent mill-moaungers,
Frank J. Hesrae, to this ¢ty to ar-
range the peeliminarios for putting the
plan in operation. Tie gentleman
was interviowed yenterday, sud, afier
anme persuazion, he gave the append.
ed information.

To do away with puddling. the only
mothod to be pursued by the syndi-
cale 18 1o use & low grade cf open
henrin or Bessemer steel in making
nails. This movement has been
staried by the nail manufacturers of
Wheeling, and my objeot in being in
thia city is to further their plain, I
have had numerous blowa of soft steol
made at the Bessomer sleel works at
Braddock's aud each blow acourateiy
analyzed. This soft ateel haa been
made into pail plate and quietly
slipped into the Wheeling milis, and
cut Into nails, without the nailers
being able to discover the differonce
between it aul common nail iron. Our
reason for doing this was to see
whother steel would make nails, The
results of our experiments have been
entirely satisfactory, nnd we are now
satisfied that we can make nails out of
soft steel cheaper and of a botter
qualily for their weight than it was
possible to do with the best puddled
iron. Woe calculate in Whealing that
we make about one-seventh of the
nails made in the United Stntes,
Over 5,000 puddlers are employed in
pudd‘mg the iron which wo cut into
nails.  'These will all be thrown out
of employment unl<ea they see fit to
work at some other branch of Inbor.
I am in thie ity now plecing contracty
where they may be cuncluded at any
time most suitable to the Whesling
syndicate, for all of the necessary
cquipmenta to be found in a firat class
Bessemer works. This is no small
affair. The syndicate have an unlim-
ited command of money, and will
break ground in January for the new
works. It will have a capacity to
start with 600,000 tons per year of
low carbon steel. This output the
syndicate will divide up into consign-
ments, according to the capacity of the
different nail-mills ropresented in the
syndicate, and each will get it allot-
ment of so many car-loads of stevl
nail-plate per day from the Bessemor
mill, The privcipal mills in the
Wheoling district are connected with
the new enterprise,  Buch firma as
the Wheeling Iron & Nail company,
Laughiin Iron & Nail works, Martin's
Ferry, Riverside Iron company, Bel-
mont, La Bolle, Belleaire, Benwood,
Standard, and Etna Iron works are
interested in the new project tu put
the negative upon tha ponsibility of
puddleras’ striken in the future.  The
gite chosen for the works is pear the
Benwood mills, on the vide next to
the Riverside furnace. That point
is convanient to the works of the
firmas which I have already named to
you, and ix only about two miles from
the conter of Wheeling. The ship:
